After the activity of the day before, a 
largo miij irity of the citizana wore content 
to Bpena the forenoon in the city, at home 
or at thoir placea of buaineaa, for tho greater 
number of theao were of necsesily opened 
for a few houra in tho toronoou. 
There was, however, no lack of 
entertainmonc at any time for 
the viaitors and others having the leiauro to 
enjoy it. In the morning tho ohanipion 
foocbill match at the Hill and the cricket 
match each drew a deeply interested gather- 
ing, while on the water front the friends 
and admirers of the yaobtsmea awaited in 
patient! ezpeotaboy for the promised teat of 
the merits of the oraft and the skill of 
their navigators. True, their patience was 
not rewarded in tho mannrr expeot«d, but 
they spent the hoars very happily never- 
theless, and when tho unfortunately de- 
layed yacht races are started the intended 
spectators of yesterday will no doubt be 
found at their old posts. In the afturnoon, 
while the merry makers were travelling 
toward Beacon Hill in every available vehi- 
cle or by preference taking tho pleasant 
walk through the shady avenuts 
leadinK to it, the town-keeping folk 
wore rewarded with the pioturc!«iuo 
exhibition made by the wheelmen ua the re- 
sult of several houia' artistic eifort. After 
riding through the prinoipal atroota llioy 
passed on to the Hill to carry out the in- 
teresting pragrammo of raoea arranged to bo 
held there.

Buttcrlly Pftrade of the 'Wheelsmen— Deeming 
ABtonishes the Visitors. 

Yesterday waa cyuliata' day in tho city, 
and it was made a great suooesa. Tho par- 
ade of decorated wheels was voted deoidod- 
ly pretty and unique ; thcro were upwards 
of forty in line ; und tho races wore just as 
good aa races oan bo that aro oontcatod on 
tho Beaoon Hill track, tha holiday crowd 
taking posaeaaion of the course evoty aocond 
minuto and blindly threatening ridera and 
wheels with destruction. The feature of 
the races was the ditcomfitare of the Ameri- 
can roolng contingent (a strong one, too) by 



James Deeming, of Northfield, the Piovin- 
oi»l champion, who captured botb the one 
and the five mile open events, in (ciroum- 
stances 'and track oonaidered) decidedly 
good time. 

After tlie decorated bioyolea had been 
marshalled at oyoUsta' headquarters, they 
were formally ioapeoted by a committee 
composed of Mias Agnoa Doaus Cameron, 
Mrs. Simpson and Mrs. Mallotte, to whom 
had been assigned the difficult taak of de- 
termining who had displayed the moat in- 
genuity and artiatic taato in the adornment 
of hia mount. Aa last year, tho first degree of 
honor was voted to Mr.T. W. Edwarde.whoao 
Whitworth, ridden by Mr. E. EJwarda, waa 
certainly very pr<jtty. Second prizj went 
to Standard Bearer Alley, whoao Wanderer 
carried well ita pyramidal collection of flut- 
tiriogHfljgi and butteifliea until a careless 
youngster collided with it on the march. 
Then it dovoloped a musical Eque<ik that 
wiia only excelled in melody by the clear 
notca of tho buglo, heard to particular ad- 
vjntugo in one of Mendolaaohn'a aymphoniea 
with variations. Beaidoa acti.ng aa bund and 
bandmaster, Mr. M. C. Raymond took third 
prize for the decoration of bis wheel, and 
afterwards acted as clerk of the oourse— 
the position most difficult of all to fill. 

Almost all of the American visitors enter* 
ed heartily Into the spirit of the parade, 
decorated with the limited time and ma- 
terials at command, and were in line early. 
The city men (or their wivea and 
sisters) also vied with each other in the pro- 
duction of new and neat designs, many of 
whioh gave evidenoe of houra of weary 
labor. Mr. T. N; Hibben's floral arch re- 
ceived an honorable mention (whioh Mr. 
Hibben will doubtless have framed and 
placed on exhibition), and numerous others 
were charmingly prepared for the street 
show. First prize for decoration ia a hand- 
some guitar, presented by Messrs. M. W, 
Waitt & Co.; the second choice ia'a pretty 
mantel clock; and the third a pair of solid 
gold aleeve links. 

The parade, marshalled by C. H. Gibbons, 
left club headquarters at 2:,30 and made its 
way to tho park via Fort, Douglos, Jobn- 
BOD, Government, Yates and Humboldt 
atroets. There were no mishaps by tho way, 
and tho wheelmen on entering the park and 
making tho circle of the hill were loudly 
cheered. 

As usual tho racss were run under the 
groat'iat difficulty. The crowd did not ap- 
parently understand, and thought the 
proper idea was for them to stand on the 
track and the racing men run to 
tbo top of the hill and back, 
on the grass. No amount of persuasion 
could induce them to believe that the racera 
ahould be allowed a clean traok, so a com- . 
promise was finally strnck, and under con- 
tinual urging the general public allowed a 
lane on the track about six feet wide. 
Local enthusiasts acted as special police, 
and did their best to secure fair play until 
the field sports were over and Messra. 
Braden, Baker and Lorimer, with officers in 
blue, gave their aervioea in the good oanae. 
The offioera of the day were Mr. Fred^ 0; - 
Tamer, referee; Messrp. H. Kent, W. 
Christie and E.. W. Bradley, judgen ; Mr. 
W, J. Jeffree, timer ; Mr. M. C. Reynard, 
olerk-of-the-conrse, with Messrs. Gilbert, 
TvrisB and Alley aa assistants, and Mr. 0. 
H. Gibbons, starter. 

Among the flyers entered were some of 
the best men on the Pacific slope, certainly 
some of the cracks of the Northern coast, 
with Perkins of Spokane (champion 
of the Northweat), Hewott of Port- 
land (champion of Oregon and Washington), 
with a record of '1 18, and Jamea Deeming, 
of Northfield (champion of British Colum- 
bia) aa tho stars. There were also repre- 
aentatives of Taooma, Wollington, Vancou- 
ver, Nanaimo, Aberdeen, and even Wind- 
sor, Nova Scotia, all good men and speedy. 

The firat event called on waa the one mile 
for novices, in which A G. Caldwell and 
W. J. Franklin of tho Vancouver Bicycle 
Club, J. S. Johnson of tho Taooma Athletic 
Club (not tho 1 oG man but the coming 1.52 
record makej). and L. A. Murphy of Wei-, 
lington, with E. A. Wolff, F. J. Hall and 
T. N. Hibben of Victoria, wore the compet- 
itora. Hibben's chancea were dcatroyud in 
the start, when boys forcing their way on 
tho track dismounted him and nearly caused: 
a bad apill all round. Johnson of the Ta- 
ooma Athletic Club held the race well in. 
hand from the start, and won in 3.04, witib 
Wolff well up. 

Then pame the viaitora' surprise. They 
knew Hewitt'a atyle and ape«d ; Ferkina> 
was not on hand, and Deeming 
they only recognized aa compara- 
tively good — a fast man among the 
few oyolersof a small town. Ho gave them 
their sarpriee. Tho atartora in this event 
were James Deeming, Crescent cycling club, 
Northfield; H. B Hewett, Pon land Consol- 
idated athletic club ; Julms Johnson, Ta- 
ooma athletic club; M. F. Hill, of Aber- 
deen : H. J. Franlin, of Vancouver ; £. A. 
Wolff. Vict'jria ; and J. Foiaythe, of Wind- 
sor, N. S. 

The race was practically between Deem- 
ing and Hewett alono, for there the battle 
luy. Contrary to hia custom Deeming set 
tho pace, going to the front liko a shot and 
staying thoro, despite tho efforts of tho 
Portland man (State champion of Connecti- 
cut in '91) to ovorhuul him. Tho British 
Columbia ohampion finished with ooao, and 
half a dozen lengtha to spare, in '2. IS 1-5, 
tho Portland man taking second. 

Tho two milo race for roadatera was con- 
fined to the local men, tho American viaitors 
not being aware of tho fact that 35 lb. 
wheels aro still ustd in races once in a 
while. Tom Moody rode undor protest, 
bis mount being suspected of being under 
weight and there being no scales on hand to 
dotermine the point. Tho other starters 
wore Franklin of Vancouver, E A. Wolff 
and F. J. Hull of this city. Moody rode a 
hard race and a good one, not being at all in 
shapo, and led Wolff in, hands ofl^, with 
fifty yards to spare. Franklin finished 
third. The firat milo waa done in 3.20, and 
thdlaat five aeoonda better, making the time 
for the double .oirole road raoe 6 35 Xhe 
deoiaion of the proteat by the judges 
la not yet annonnoed. 

Bat the raoe of the day. waa the five mile. 
Hewett'a many frienda looked to him to 
turn the tablea on Deemiog In this, and the 
British Columbian and the Oregon ohampion 
soon monopolized tho attention of tho 
thouaanda watching tlie struggle. For tho 
Brat two miles, tho Nortlifiold mun made 
the running ; then ho dropp(;d back to 
whore Howetc wua trailing Hill of Abtr- 
deon and Caldwell of Vancouver. The 
last two led tho bunch, and tho raoo 
propor was left to bo decided on tho upper 
turn on tho last lap. Thoro Deeming put 
on upood and ran in full fifty yards in tho 
lead, having polished off tho last milo in 
2 42, and done the race in 15 48. His 18 
pound Brantford racer itood the hard work

Sinner to Admiral Brblu and Officers 
of the U. S. Steamsblp 
"CMcasro." 



Insplrinsr Speeeh by Ambassador Bay- 
ard—Lou^ to Be Bemem' 
bered Event. 



London, May 25. — The dinner to Rear- 
Adn^iral Erbia, Capt. Mahan and the ofE- 
oera of the United State* orniaer Chicago 
waa given at St. James hall last evening. 
Lord Georce Hatnilton, formerly the first 
lord of the admiralty, presided* Bear-Ad- 
miral Erbin sat on his loft and United States 
Ambasaador Bayard on his right. The 
walla of the hall and the balustradefl were 
draped with the colors of the United 
States and Great Britain. Above the or- 
chestra was the inicription ; " Blood is 
thicker than water." The band of the 
Portsmonth division of the royal marines 
played during the dinner and between ihe 
toasts. The first piece was '* Hail Colum- 
bia," and the last was *' The Star Spangled 
Banner." At tho place of every gueat was 
a souvenir book containing the portraits 
of the chief guests, and With these words 
on the illuminited cover : " When love 
unitoa, wide space divides in vain ; tind 
hands may clasp acrosa the apreading 
niaiu " 

After roadiug lottora of regret from Lord 
Rosebiry, Lord Northbrook and others, 
Lord George Hamilton propoaod toaats to 
the Queen and Proaident Cleveland. Of tho 
Queon he aaid : " During her long roign she 
has exhibited those rare qualities which 
have made her occupancy of tho throne the 
ideal of a constitutional monarchy. No 
whore has this fuct been reoognizad more 
generally than on the other side of the 
Atlantic." (Cheers.) 

Of President Cleveland : " Mr. Cleveland 
is a man of pre-eminent ability and char- 
aoter. Hia fellow citizens have recognized 
this fact in twice eleoting him to the high- 
est post in the United States. . Hie sobriety 
of language and fixity of purpose have ex- 
cited mnui admiration on this side of the 
Atlantic, as on the other. (Cheers. ) May 
the subjects of both drink this toast : 'Long 
may their influence continue to sway the 
national policy of their respective coun- 
tries.' " 

In proposing the toast to the United 
States the ohairman said : " We have 
gathered here in the presence of an eminent 
statesman, whose distinguished and blame- 
less career has raised him to the first rank 
of public men — the atateaman who so 
worthily represents his country as ambas- 
aador to Great Britain. (Ulieers. ) During 
tho last century the progress of the United 
States in wealth and territory and popula- 
tion — in all the highest attributes of civil- 
izition — hsa been marvelous, and without 
a parallel in the history of tho world. We 
are proud of this progreaa, for we are vain 
enough to take a certain portion of the 
credit for this marveloua development to 
ourselves. We believe that the omnipotent 
energy which accomplished these reaulta 
was duo largely to racial qualities ; to those 
qualities which originally this country 
transmitted to America. (Cbeera.) But 
while the material prosperity of thia 
great country is so wonderful it is 
equally aatiifaatory to know that there 
huB been a marked change for the 
better in the relations exiating between tho 
United Statea and Great Britain. One hun- 
dred and tea ycari ago we pirted in anger 
after bloodebed. Now we meet totjother as 
the reconciled members of one family. The 
more we come in contact, the more we find 
our Inferesta alike, the larger we find tho 
number of the ideas which we have In com- 
mon. That change is a marked change for 
the better. Yesterday Boston entertained 
the British admiral abd the ofiScera of his 
fltgahip In a magnificent manner, but 110 
years ogo, I am afraid, tho oltizens would 
havo been engaged in the less congenial 
ocoupn,tion of throwing tho British cargo 
overlionrd. (Liughter.) It is our privilege 
to-diiy to entertain a diaticguiehed admiral 
iiid the officers of his flagship, but 110 
years ago tho citizens of London were en 
gaged in tho leas eatisfaotory occupation of 
luxlug thomselvca in order, if possihle, to 
iLfiioc aonio punishment on tho citizens of 
Boston. (Laughter) 

"Xhcsc convivial gatboringa form but a 
small pii t of tho current of our social life, 
but they do infinite and far-reaching good 
in leaguing the two nations in those bonds 
■of mutual respect which alone bind in 
amity and good loUowahip. (Cheers.) 'Si'o 
see opposite ua the good old words ' Blood 
is tbiciser than water.' Nobody who has 
had the privilege of being on the other 
elde of the water and participating 
In the hcspitalliy of the United 
States can come to any other 
ooaoluaion than that this sentiment is 
true. (Loud cheers.) Although the great 
ooMU divides, there exists between Engliah- 
men and tbe great mass of the citizons of 
the United Statoa a community of origin, 
an identity of languaije and a similarity of 
ideas and pursuits, such as exist between 
no two other nations on tho face of the 
globo. 

" The longer the history of these two 
couutriea dovelopo, tho more olearly it Is 
proved that Providence did not intend 
either to maintain tho position of material 
atreugth which both had reached in order 
that thoy might quarrel over trilles. 
(Cheers, ) Their dest;iny is to raise those 
within their borders to the highefiC pitch of 
prosperity and comfort, uud 
carry to the dark places out- 
flido their territories the inestimable 
privileges of civilization. I connect this 
toast with tho sentiment of a groat Kuglish- 
maa, now departed, who aaid: 'England m'l 
tho United Statea aro not two nations, buo 
one, for they aro bound together by heavou'a 
aot of parliamont and tho everlasting law of 
nature and fact,' (Loud cheers, ) 

The toast was drunk amid expressions of 

■ greac enthusiasm. ArabaBsudor Bayard, in 
responding to it, spoke substantially as fol 
Iowa : " I oni sincerely grateful for tbe man 
ner in which thia toast haa been received. 
feel very deeply the honor of being 
the envoy of my country to this 
kingdom, and the graclouanesa of tho 
reception wbloh I have experienced in 
London and elsewhere In England haa 
made me foel the heartiness of the wel- 
come thus given to me 08 a representative 
of my countrymen. For this welcome I 
givo you my sincere tfaanka. (Cheers.) Thia 
banquet is certainly a happy omen, coming, 
as it does, upon the birthday of thu gracioua 
lady whose devotion to the public, and 
clear, beautiful private life, havo endeared 
her not only to those living under her 
sway, but alao to all right-minded and right 
thinking men and women in America, oven 
as fully US in l-lngland. (Loud applause.) 
Well mivy tlio Biiciah subjec. congratulate

Turning hia oyea 
across the Atlantic, well may every Amer- 
ican, whatove: his party, congratulate 
himself that the virtues of graceful and 
refined womanhood, of innocent and guile- 
less childhood, of lofty integrity and 
perfeot manhood aro clustered round the 
hearthatone of tho President of tho 
United States, (Loud applause,) No 
tongue except the mother tongue of 
us contains the word " Home." y It Is from 
home and through home that the aaaooia- 
tiona and Impressions aro formed which 
make a nation and write its true history. 

do not feel that thlii la an 
ordinary oooaaion of feativlty. Hoa- 
pltttlity, courtesy, mutual sorvioo, aid, 
indued sympathy and aorrow. These, thank 
Ood, are exchanged abundantly by the two 
great branohea of the Engliah speaking peo- 
ple. (Cboera.) None feel this bo strongly 
aa those who face the seas. It is they who 
know bestthe sympathies that bind the hearts 
of the sailors of the two nations. There is 
something in the mind and heart, perhaps 
ou the lips {of almost every man here to- 
night that tells him we have met to con- 
sider the power of the sea which once 
divided mankind, but la now its main 
means of intercourse. For the pre- 
sent, I will speak of the country which 
I have the honor to represent and 
in whose honor this beautiful festival has 
been organized.

When tho famous oonlliot was fought 
between tho Morriniiio and tho Monitor 
in Hampton roads, tho old woodou navies of 
tho world wore virtually put out of exist- 
ence; but if it should bo uaked whoao writ- 
ings, whoEO thoughts, have produced tho 
most profound impression upon all who lovo 
England, I should say Capt. Alfred Mahan. 
(Cheers ) When his pen wrote tho single 
line, " England was aaved at Trafalgar," 
a light waa flashed acrosa the page of 
history, that will never bo forgotten by the 
men who have tbe eafoty ot England at 
heart. Important aa hia services have been 
to olbera we cannot forget that ho is our 
countryman. Wo cannot but feel towards 
him the tie of kindred, aa it is impossible 
that any other nation should feel. (Cheers. ) 
Aa avoomnliment to the thoughts generated 
by Capt. Mahon's mind and recorded by bia 
pen, I would Bay that physical force mnat 
never be divorced from moral force. Where 
power goes the law to restrain and regulate 
must go too." (Loud cheers.)

Hia right 
eye was succeaafully operated upon for cata- 
ract on Thursday by Dra. Nottlcship and 
Haberahon. He took no anuMthotic: 

The Chronicle eaya thero is a world of 
meaning in the dcciaion of the Republican 
Senators in the United States Senate to al- 
low liberty of action on the tariff bill. Tho 
Chronicle argues that thero ia little difTor- 
enoo between the proposed bill and the Mc- 
Kinley law, and says tho Republi- 
oans think if the Dsmocrats now 
tnalce admit'edly neceaaary ohangoa 
in the MuKinley law it will save the Repub- 
licana much tlire and trouble when they suc- 
ceed to power. The feeling has grown 
strong and general that the time ia not ripe 
for a change in economy, and it would bo 
wise for British traders with tho United 
Stataa to adjaat their business to the pros- 
pect of no material reduction in the tariff. 

A treaty oonoemiog the Kongo Free State 
haa been ooneladed between King Leopold 
and the British minister to Belgfinm. The 
King abandons to England a •mall atrip of 
territory in the region of the Upper Kongo, 
thus giving England aooeaa northward to 
the Nile, in exchange England grants the 
King until tho end of bis reign the left bank 
of the Nile up to the aeventeenth degree. 
This shuts out France from the new basin 
and places the Kongo Free State n^der! the 
obligation of fighting the Soudan dervlahes' 

M. de rOacle has announced hia intention 
to introduce into tho Chamber of Deputies 
the question of the British treaties with 
China, Italy and Belgium, alleging that they 
are in violation ti French rights and oxiat- 
ing treaties, Le Temps says it is not so 
much the Anglo-Kongo treaty as the fact 
that Koglund wishes to establish a bnffdr 
state between the eventual poasessious of 
Franco and Great Britain in Central Africa, 
following tho example of tho Siamese bufTar 
state. According to Lo Tonipa there is dan- 
ger also that-. England will ultimately absorb 
the Upper Nile region. 

The dispute between the governments of 
Portugal and the Argentine Republic re- 
specting the recapture of Brozilion refugees 
who escaped from Portupueae warships has 
been settled. President Peixoto haa sent a 
message to the Brazilian congress announc- 
ing that the difTarenoes with Portugal have 
been amicably settled. 

Stockholders of the North German Lloyds 
Steamship Company have unanimoualy 
agreed to the propoaition to raise a loan of 
16,000,000 marks (§3, 000,000) to replace the 
Bteamahipa ta the South American trade 
with more speedy veaBola, which cannot be 
done from the anrplua earninga. 

It la reported that the Guatemala rebels 
were auoceasful in battlea at Santa Ana, 
Ghalohaspa, Tejuila and Cuacatlan. The 
government commander, Bolooaa, ia aaid to 
be retreit.irg toward Cbamyaco, Hpndnras.

A Cowardly ''Assassination in Mabamar-An 
' " lUlDblB Jail, Set Fire' To; • 

Cbstrama, 111., May 25 —Tho Duquoene 
atrikora attacked Centralia miners again 
this morning. They openod with a fueilade 
of bullets on the mining company's cffiooa. 
Deputies returned tho fire ond drove tho 
atriiters oS.j No one was hurt. The militia 
have" arrived' arid placed the town under 
martial law. The arrested Cnquesne men 
spent the night in tho armory. 

Uniontown, Pa., May 25 — Everythiug 
ia quiet at Stickelhollow to-day. Nono of 
the Btrikera are in Bight and no further 
attack is feared oti the Waabington mine. 
No time baa been set for hearing the caaea 
of the arreated atrikera, Bohie iaterferenoe 
wai reported with workmen at Faicdhanoe, 
but nothing serioaa. Some marehihg in 
the vioinity of the Frick plonta baa oc- 
curred to-day, bat no vlolen'oe.' The bodioa 
of tho four men killed yesterday have been 
removed. The time for the icqueat haa not 
been set. 

Lasalle, 111., May 25 —In nnaddreas the 
mayor advised the strikera to refrain from 
violence. Tho militia are here, euoampod 
in tho vioinity of the coal mines. 

Cbii'I'LE CuKKic, Colo,, May 25. — Strikers 
blow up the shaft house at tho Strong mine 
at Victor to-day. Twelve men are down 
tho shaft guarding property. No partic- 
ulars can be learnod. Tho strikers 
then captured Portland and Independ- 
ence mines and all tho men found there. 
The strikers are marching on tho mines. 
Tho deputies were surrounded by tho 
miners, but tho latter openod firo on them 
and drove them tlT. The miners aro now 
marching on Pharmacies, Burns, Summit 
and other mines with the intention of de- 
stroying the works. Independence shaft 
house haa been destroyed. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 24.— Tho strik- 
ing minors at tho Pratt mines aro held re- 
sponsible for a cowardly asBasaination which 
occurred at that place this morning. A 
mob of masked men wont to tho house of 
Walter Glover, a miner who had refused to 
be ciUed out, telling him they were ofiicers 
and wanted to see him. Glover opened his 
door, when a volley waa fired. Glover's 
body waa riddled with bullets and ho 
died inatantly. The mob fled, close- 
ly puraaed by Deputy Sheriffs 
Uiokman and Mazey, who were arm- 
ed with rifles. A running fight followed 
for half a mile. One of the murderers fell 
wounded, bnt the reat of the party lifted 
him up, and the entire gang escaped to the 
woods. When Shei'iff Morrow arrived with 
reinforcements he arrested Con Sullivan, 
Jerry Hillerman and John Drivorni, three 
strikers, who were brought here to jail. 
Other arrests will follow, as there was a 
doi;n or more men in the mob. Great ex- 
citement prevails at Pratt minea. Further 
trouble ia feared. 

Odin, 111 , May 25.— Evorythlnc; quiet 
this morning. The mine here is not work- 
ing, and is strongly guarded. 

JoLiET, 111., May 25. — It is reported that 
striking minbrs from Springhill have arrived 
at Lasalle and hive set fire to the shaft and 
levelled the jail. Militia from here and 
Stroator have started for Lasalle.

We are very glad that tho Hon. Mr. Tur 
ner believed it to be worth his while to ex- 
pose the ignorance and the foolishness — wo 
will not aay the knavisbnesa — of Mr. Brown 
the Westminster postmaster on the subject 
of fiauijce. Wo believe that the cgrepjioua 
biunders whicli Mr. Brown committed were 
not intended to deceive the electors of West 
minster district. We are charitable enough 
to believe that they are the result of his 
Utter iacapaoity to deal with tbo aubjeot of 
finance, and bis fondness for prating on all 
subjects whether ho understands them or 
not. It is his delight to poee as an oracle 
and lo deliver what he considers weighty 
judgments on subjeota which be is incapable 
of understanding. 

People unused to weiRbing the words of a 
speaker carefully are impressed by his 
fluency and his confident air, and thoy are 
apt, before thoy find him out, to conBidcr 
him on exceedingly wise man. But be is 
really the vary reverse. He is tntelleotually 
shallow and weak. He belongs to that 
rather largo class of men, of whom a good 
deal is beard ia these days, who are sharp 
enough to bo taken in by a specious fallacy, 
but who do not posBess enough brain power 
to seo through and to expose its sophistry 
Some heaven-bom financier has stuffed the 
gabby postmaster with what he in his ignor' 
aneeooBsidered sound information respecting 
the finances of the Province, and he 
is impelled by his' uncontroUablo dcairo to 
talk ; and " to ahotv olF " on a " happy occa- 
eioD " poured It out in a flood, undif;eatod, 
and moat likely distorted, on his Westmin- 
ster audience. So obarmed was Mr. Brown 
with the sound of bis own voloe, and so de 
lighted was he to have another opportunity 
to air his eloquence before an appreciative 
audience, that he diil not give a thought to 
the iiijury he might do the Province by his 
blundering blather about a subjeot which ho 
did not and could not understand. If he 
were capable of refleotion he might have 
concluded that there must be something 
wrong in his caloulalions, or the ablest fin- 
anoiera in tho world would not havo conio 
to a ooncluaion exactly the opposite to tho 
one at which he bad arrived. But 
modesty is nut one of bis virtues and it is 
Just possible tbat be is so constituted that 
he believes it to be impossible tbat he could 
make a mistake on that or any other sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Turner's exposure of his stupidity 
and his foolishness is complete and any 
elector in Westminster District should 
study it carefully. It is important that 
electors should be in a position to form an 
intelligent idea of tho fiaanciil condition 
of the Province. But in auoh a pinition 
they can never be if they take aa Gospel llio 
utterances of auch blunderers aa Mr. lirown. 
who is un&ble to comprehend tho simplest 
principles of finance and whO' makes mis- 
takes that a twelve-year old school boy 
should be ashamed of. 



WHOLESALE BRIBERY. 

Some revelations that were recently made 
in the United States Honuto throw light on 
tho true inivardneaa of the dawdling i)olicy 
of that body with respect to. the tariff bill 
Two Senators, Messrs. Hunton and Kyle, 
declared that attempts were made to bribe 
them to voto against the Wilson bill. The 
bribea offered were not tritiing. One of tho 
Senators wua otiornd 525,000 and tho other 
SI5,0()0, and it ia aaid that tho cnomioa of 
the bill have a fund of §500,000 which they 
are ready to spend to the last cent to pre- 
vent the bill, mutilated as it is, becoming 
law. 

There is no mystery about the attempt to 
bribe the Senators. The rorolation was 
made in tho Senate chamber by Seuator 
Hunton rcapecting tho way in which ho was 
approached. The agent whom the bribers 
used was a Major Bnttz. A committee to 
inquire into these and other bribery oases 
was appointed, but when tho gallant Major 
was wanted by the investigating coJnmittoo 
ho was not to bo found. 

These revelations load people to believe 
^hat Major Buttz may not have been im* 
auocessfnl in every case, and that if all the 
truth were known it would bo found that 
some of tho Democratic Senators who were 
a few months ayo strongly in favor of tariff 
reform, but who aro now strangely reluc- 
tant to vote for a tariff reform measure, may 



have been approached in the same way 
as Senators Hunton and Kyle wore ap- 
proached, but with a very different result. 
This is what the New York Times says on 
tbe subject : 

I The moat unapproachable and irreproach- 
able of them (the Democratioj Senatpra) will 
be oiroumspeot. in such tlinea, and thojie 
ordinarily reckless will have a care about 
their walk and converaation. Since no 
Demooratio Senator can allege a party rea- 
non for a vote against a measure that has 
t'lo sanotion of an overwhelming caucus 
voto, ainco the country inaiatently and im- 
patiently demands action on tho bill, im- 
perfect aa it ia, and aiuoe tho conservative 
obatruotioniata havo been bought off with 
GonceaaioDB and placated, wo do not see how 
any one of them can now oppose or obstruct 
tho bill unless ho ia willing to have itunder- 
dtood that he baa been bribed. 

There ia no doubt that the poople of tho 
country will infer bribery in the case cf 
every opposing vote and ovary effort at do- 
liberate obatruction. Wo aro awaro that 
thia statement will ho rosontcd by tho hon- 
orable Senators, but it is, wo think, a atato- 
nnont of fact ; and it ia the fault of a fev/ 
Democratic Sonutora tliat it ia a fact. 
Thoir Hulfiahneag, thoir treacliury to 
their party, and their atolid indifforouco to 
tho nceda and tho wishoa of tho oountry 
have made thorn objects of con- 
tompt, and in the presence of known 
temptation contempt readily changes toeus- 
piciuQ, Tho temptation ia bodily, publicly, 
and fiuancially preaont. It haa bcaet Mr. 
Hunton, who is an honeat nmu and uubriba- 
bio. It haa boaot Mr. Kylo with equal lack 
of aucocsa. No further evidence is nooded. 
But if this wretched Butta were seized and 
put to torture in the fine old way with tho 
boot, the thumbscrew, the rack, and other 
pcrsuneivo instruments, ho would give up 
secrets that would put his inquiaitors on tho 
trail of the uotuul principals in tho buainess 

It'is said. that those who are interested in 
tbo protection of augar have also been busy 
in the lobby of tbe Senate, and not unsucceas 
fully. This is what the Oregouian aaya on 
tho auliject of tho augar ring: 

The augar acandal haa paaaod that stage 
loftily designated by the United States 
Senate aa " newepaper gossip." Through 
it at least five or six domooratio senators 
h.ive been brought under the gravest bus 
piiion, and in common decency it ahould 
bo ventilated from top to bottom, not be 
hind oloaed doora, but in open session, so 
that tho country may know exactly what 
is behind the mysterious operations by 
wbieb the greatest and least defensible 
monopoly of the coiintry has been granted 
special favor by the demooratio adminis- 
tration which it contributed munificently 
to place in power. Until the Senate purges 
itself of this matter the entire body will be 
under tho show of reproach. In the mean- 
time, every indication points to tbe fact 
tbat tbe boasted Democratic policy of the 
tariff for revenue only baa been suooeeded 
by the doctrine of a tariff for trade. 

There ia good' reason to expect that 
there will be lively times in tbe 
Senate before long. The inquiry asked 
for will bo pretty sure to be made, 
for those who know that their skirts 
are oleao will not be oontent to bear tbe 
odium that will attach to the whole Senate 
if a rigid inquiry is not made to find out 
how much truth there is in tbe rumors and 
to separate the Senators who are pure from 
those who are corrupt.

Nearly Foiu- Hours Stubborn Fightius' 
to Kestraia the FrogrreBS of 
the Flames. 



Nkw Wkstminstkr, May 25. — (Special) — 
The biggest fire in Wostminater since the 
groat clean out in 1801 took place this 
evening in the Royal City Planing Mills 
The works are tho largest employers of 
labor on tho mainland of British Columbia. 
Tho whole promises cover twenty acres, 
on which wore buildiuga and stock 
to the value of §500,000. At 7:20 
Oro suddenly burat from tho shingle mill 
situated in the very centre of the works, 
and before the brigade could be summoned 
tho building was a mass of flames. The 
firemen responded promptly, but before 
they arrived the fire had spread to the box 
factory and dry kilns, and ten minutes 
later the maohine shop, shingle warehonne, 
planing mill and great rows ot lumber piles 
were in a blam. Streams of ;rater were 
turned in from all sides on land, and the 
fire steamer Surrey fought the flimes from 
the river. Tho fiiemen made a stubborn 
fight and held the conflagration within a 
space covering five acres. Nothing within 
this was saved, however. The weather had 
been excessively hot for several days, and 
everything was aa dry as tindor and burned 
with a roar that could bo hoard u milo 
away. By 8:10 the remainder of tho 
premises wore out of danger and twenty 
streams of water were turned on tho blaz- 
ing buildwgs and slowly tho conflagration 
was got under control. At 10 p. m. the 
firemen were otill working hard but at 11 
all danger had paaaed. 

John Hendry, president of tho company, 
informed your reiiortor that tho loss cannot 
bo fully OHtimated yet, but: will amount to 
from $50,000 to f 100,000. The latter figure 
will bo nearest tho murk, aa the machinery 
dojtroyed was nearly new and of tho most 
modern desoriptiou. Tho loss is covered by 
two-thirds of tho value in insurance. Tho 
burned works will ho rebuilt at onco. Tho 
saw mill, sash and door factories, principal 
warehouses, oflicca and workmen's cottages 
were saved, as was also the larger part of the 
stock in the yards. Ko casualties occurred.

Ac 
no ttmo since tho panic and business depres 
eion manifested thcroselyoa lust year have 
the reports as to the voluino of sales of mer- 
chiicdisii, tho manufioturo of staple goods, 
and tho iBdiapositiou of inerchuuta generally 
lo buy, excepttor absolute immediate wants, 
been so pronounced and eo great; through- 
(■ut the couutry aa during tho pist 
few weeks. Superficial exanima- 
tiona of the busineaa condition 
leading to unwurrantod optimistic conclu- 
siona to the nearby future of trade, have 
not been wanting; but, aa a inntter of fact, 
based on comprehensive and careful ex- 
amination, the next few montlis promise a 
continuauca if not an intcoaifyiiig of the 
existing conditions of extreme dul.nesa and 
depression. The bauk clearinga for the six 
days ending with May 24 amount to $855,- 
006,000, nearly four par cent, less than 
iu the week befire, and 18 per 
cent, less than {n the like week 
a year ago. The rain storma have exorcised 
an unfavorable influooue im uuaineaa this 
week at almoat all points east of the Miasi- 
Enippi river.

General trade in the Canadian Dominion 
is as dull aa in the United Statta, but has 
been particularly reatrioted this week, 
o\u'ng to the intervention of tho Queen's 
bi.thday holiday. Tho back ciearinga at 
Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal and Halifax 
aggregate $13,000,000 (this being a abort 
week), against $19,000,000 last week and 
$17,500,000 in the week last year. 

B. G. Dun & Co. 'a weekly report of trade 
will say that failures diminish in import- 
ance, the amount of liobilitiea for the third 
week in May being onlv $2 204,139, and for 
the three weeks $7,836,072. of which $2,- 
642,637 were of manufacturing and $5,025,- 
000 of trading concerns. The number of 
faUures reported this week is 183 in the 
United Ijtates, against 259 last year, and in 
Canada '28 ageinst 140 last year, and again 
there are noted scarcely any of importance. 



NEWFOUNDLANDERS CCMINa, 

Edmonton Bulletin : A circular has been 
received at the Edmonton land ofTice from 
the commisaioner of Dominion lands, Win- 
nipeg, stating that a party of about 500 
Newfoundlanders will leave for Canada 
shortly. Some of these will «>me to the 
Northwest shortly and are anxious to secnre 
employment. They are willing to sign e.n 
agreement to work for ton hours a day, ex- 
cept in seed time and harvest, when they 
will work twelve hours a day, the rate of 
wages to be $10.00 for persona between the 
ages of sixteen and twenty and $12 00 per 
month for persons between tho ages of 20 
and 25. Gao third of thia amount 
has to bo paid to the railway 
company and the remaining two-thirds is to 
bo paid to tho person employed. Tho om- 
plnyor has to furniah railway transport to 
the nearest station, and tho agreement is lo 
be for three years. Farniora in thia diatrict 
who deairo to aecure any of these persons on 
tho terms mentioned are rnjuested to com- 
municate with the agent of Dominion lands. 
While the intent of thia scheme is good and 
commecdablo tho liulletin ia afraid that it 
will ac.iroely bo aatiafaotory. It would bo 
bitter for thcao people who are in all prob- 
ability altogether unused to farming to neck 
employment on farniS in tho Eastern pro. 
vinces until they booamo used to farm work, 
before coming West.

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WHEREAS, in aocordanco with tho provi- 
sions of tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Acta thereto, tho Council la oinpoworod to 
inako, alter and repeal bj-lawa inter nlia to 
liconao, regulate and govern hawkora and ped- 
dlers in such manner as may bo doomed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore, the Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tJie City of Victoria enacts as fol- 

lowa 

1, Tho Hawkers and Peddlers Nutnboring 
By-law, 1893 (No. lEC), is lioroby ropoalod, and 
tho following by-law substituted therefor : 

2, Every Hawkor or Poddlcr hawking or 
peddling within tho limits of tho City of Vie- 
totta shall pay a license fee of ?20 for every aix 
months, as provided by tho Itevouue By-law, 
1893. 

3, Every Hawkor or Peddler licensed under 
tho Rovonuo By-laivi 1803, shall nt the time of 
tho Ifiauo of hla liconao reoelvo from tho Col- 
lector a plate bearing a number, which shall 
bo adlxed on a iiromlnent place on tho outaido 
of hla waxon, cart or other vohlclo or baakot, 
or other rccoptaclo for carrying or conveying 
hla good'3, waroa or merchandiao, and said 
plate shall roniain thereon during tho period

PROPERTY DESTROYED. 

Striking Miners In Coloriulo Do Great Injury 
to Jlinea and Their FlttiuKs. 

Cripi'LE Creek, CjIo , May 'J5 — Tho 
striking miners to-day destroyed inuch prop- 
erty near this little mining town. List 
night aljout 10 o'clock seventy deputies left 
here to guard tbe mines about four miles dis- 
l!»ntat Viator. Twenty of them weresurroond- 
fl3 but twenty-threo mansKcd feaoh the 
Independence mine where they remamol! 
(intil 11 o'olook to-day. At that hour the 
shaft hoaae was surrounded by .'iOO 
armed men who ordered thom to leave 
or be blown up with giant powder which 
had been placed in beer kegs with fuses at- 
tached ready for business on tbe adjoining 
hill. The guards agreed to leave. About 9 
o'olook this mornicg, when tbe train on the 
Florence and Cripple Creek railroad, carry- 
ing the 12<^ deputies from Denver, came in 
sigbt of Victor the shafts of the mines 
were blown up, tho maohinory ruined and 
the shaft houEo subaetjuently burned. When 
the explosion occurred the deputies dis- 
embarked and went into c»mp near tho rail - 
road tracks. There are about 400 niinera 
armed with Winchesters, and not less than 
eight hundre.l whoflo arms and pistols 
are of improved p'lttcrn, with abund- 
unoo of ammunition. Tlio stories of pitched 
battles having been fought between the 
miners and the deputies are untrue. The 
miners have all tho roads heavily [junrded 
and no one is allowed to pasa tho yuarda 
without stating his business and deatiuution,

THE BDOYS WBttE CUT LOOSE, 

With the Result That There Were No Yacht 
Races Yesterday. 

A moderate breeze, smooth water, and 
the brightest of bright days — u combination 
calculated to bring joy to tho yachtsman's 
heart — were all of no avail yesterday ao far 
as the racing waa concerned. The propen. 
aity fjr petty thieving on tho part of some 



one ia respocaible fur tho failure to bring ofT 
what would undoubtedly have been the 
fintst yachting event in the hialory of Vic 
toria. 

Beginning at about 10 o'clock iu the 
morning, ouo after amiMier of the fleet 
hoialeil nail and aped away before a splendid 
iMffy. I for tho atari iiig place opposite 
FiuiHysbn point. C"iigri»i ulaliona wore 
coming in thick and fi sD over the perfect 
c >ijdiiions I f tho dikv wlit-n a piiuill launch 
cume "l iiifjaidii tho judgen' nieiinier with tho 
ii.formation I hat ai iii'! one bud atoleu the 
cables and let the buoya wr.icti marked tho 
couf fo adrift.. 

all speed was made for the starting point 
when the boom of tho lirat gun waa iieurd. 
One or two entriis iu cliita A wore pickad 
up and informed of the ataie of ufF.>irs, when 
the starting gun was tired and the remain- 
der of the claia got uway. The Myth, 
Kelpie and Rainier had agreed upon a point 
which ahould conatituto the first buoy, and 
rounded that when the recall came ; thia 
Kelpie came about and Stood by, but the 
R'linier and Myth were not to be re- 
called. Tho run down the first leg 
of about a mile waa made almost 
abreast, but the second leg of some' 3^ miles 
found tbe Myth in the lead, but both craft 
were too far out to round the buoy even if it 
had been in position. The turn was made 
at about the same time, making things 
nearly even again, as tbe Kelpie was some 
distance to windward. It was anyone's race 
when they drew aloogaide tbe judge's boat 
and learned how things stood. 

In the meantime tho entries in the other 
claseea had been fretting and making little 
daahea up and buck liko a lot i f colts on 
trying out day. Before they could be made 
to uodorstand tho situation they were all 
oway, and the bii/g'.at fleet of the faatest 
yachts evor seen rrom Dallas road were 
strung out", not racing, untortunatoly, but 
nevertholeas making a piduro which would 
have stirred tho heart (,f tlio moat con- 
firmed landlubber on cartli. 

T^io wind was suliioiently strong to carry 
the heavy oraft nicely, while the smooth 
water gave the lighter boats an equal 
chunco. 

Away and away, over the ahining aea, 
until thov ciiught tho mugnificont back- 
ground of the range across tho straits, 
singly and iu bunches aped the raceia, form- 
ing a pplendid apiotuclo fjr tho crowd on 
tho Hill, but making hard work for tho 
steamer in pursuit. Gradually it dawned 
upon all that aomethiog was wrong, and 
round ihey came. Some bounded along 
leisurely, while others aio^Ud out oppo- 
nents and made little brushes all tho 
way in. 

By the timo the majority had gathered again 
at the point it waa ao late that tho judges 
and starters decided to poatpone the raoe, 
and called a meeting at the Jamei Bay olub 
house for the purpose of deciding how the 
programme should bo carried o jt. 

At this meeting it was decided that tho 
races should take place to-day (Saturday) at 
the same hour and under the same rules. 
Captain Learning of New Whatoom replied 
on behalf of the visitors, to tho exouses 
made for the miecirriage of the plans, that 
accidents wore always liable to occur and 
the committee need feol no uneasiness what- 
ever, for even yachts would not always stay 
" put " when anchored. He then inquired 
as to tho direction tho Myth and Rainier 
had wailed, saying that he had kept his 
yacht (.Vlyth) on the oourac, and according 
to tho Wild of the chart and his compass ; 
that in co iipiring notes with Captain Heil- 
bron of the Riiaier, that gentletpan had 
done the uaino thing, yet he had been told 
by the committee that he was off tho course 
three or four mllea. He desired to know 
how this could be explained, na ho felt sure 
hfa compass was true ; Captain Heilbron 
felt equal confidence in hia compass. 

In reply. Commodore Foot said that he 
bad a very largo compass and bad taken 
reckonings by the charts i>nd points of land, 
with dividers and parallel rules, and felt 
satisfied that whatever fault! there was 
mnat bs io some defect in tho instrum^ntg 
carried by the yaoats mentioned— the Mytli 
and Rskinier, Tbey had, he said, sailed two 
points eouth. 

It waa decided that tall masta with large 
red fl iga ahi uKi be placed at each buoy, and 
it waa agreed that they could bo eaaily 
found. A man will be stationed at each 
stake buoy to-day to seo that tvery yucht 
rouuds properly, leaving all buoya on the 
atorbourd a de, and the races will be started 
as follows :

11 : l;j, olaaa B , starting flig rod, boats 
over 'i'2 and not more than 26 feot. 

11:80, class C , starting fUg yellow, boats 
over 17 and not more than '22 feot.

" Fifteen niinutea before tho starting of 
each race a preparatory gun will be tirgd 
from tho starting pci'it nnd a white flig 
with tho olas.) letter be hoisted. Five min- 
utes before the start a aecoiid gun will bo 
tired, tho claRo letter 11 ig hauled dcvn and 
the colored 11 ig of the class hoistftd. At 
the expiration of fl,'o miuutea exactly the 
atarting Pun will be fired and the colored 
Hag of liie olasB lowered ; this gun will also 
serve as the preparatory gunfor the next claas 
and the letter flag of that olass will be hoisted. 
Should the gun niiaa fire the lowering of the 
Hag will bo tho signal to start. Time is to 
bo taken from the firing of the starting gun, 
and no allowance will be made f}r time loat 
in getting away. 

"Any boat which shall have any part 
of her hull or gear aoross the start- 
ing line before the starting gun is fired 
shall have three minutes added to her Bail- 
ing time as penalty.

Eiaenbofer'a canon, " He who trusts in 
ladies fair," a p»i t song of a very tuneful 
and catchy nu.ure, brought forth general 
oppreoiation, as did also " The Dance " 
(Otto)— Boloista, J. C. M. Keith, J. S Floyd, 
H. Kent and Geo. Jay, jr. These two aougs 
were followed by a pianoforte duet kiy E. H. 
Russell and K. J. Middleton, Brahm'a 
" Hungarian Dinoea, No. li and 7," after 
which came a part anng entitled " Tho 
Knight's Ghost" (Kreut/.or), tho rendering 
of which ia worthy of note and praiao ; the 
composition in itself ia uncommon and needa 
coualdorablo caro to i lustratu the prancing 
of tho " noble ohargora " and the atatelj 
tread of tho ghoat^ aa ho deacended 
tho broad steps. In thia respect tho 
apparent aim of tho conductor waa not 
migaed. T. Cnole'a " Strike the Lyro," 
which oloeed the first part of tho pro- 
gramme, showed to advantage tho quality of 
the ohorua to tho fullest extern; tno fugue 
passages were excellently taken up and aus- 
tained.

Part II opened with Reohardts part song, 
" Tho Image of the Rose " (aolo, E" H. Rus- 
aell), evidently in accordance with the taste 
of the audience, who demanded an encore of 
thiaaa well aa thesoleotions Irom De Koven's 
well known opera "Robin Hood." Mr. 
H. Kent sang in his usual good stylo. 

In spite of a local contemporary's ideas, 
is might bo auggoated that Ue Koven would 
not object to the metallic tone given to the 
tinker's chorus, aa no doubt he must have 
given considerable thought aa to the best 
means of producing the desiri d descriptive 
effect. 

Mr. Wolff's violin solo "II Puritani," by 
0«borne de Beriot, was well given in spite 
cf the extreme heat of the hall, oo preju- 
dicial to tho sensitive ttringa of the king of 
IDStrunienta. 

Suomi's Song (Franz Miir) and "Tho 
Long Day Closes " (Sir A. S. Sullivan), 
may bo well termed tho club'a favorites. 
Seldom is heard such soul-inspiring music, 
tho performers' attention to light and shade 
brining into deairable prominence tho choice 
and beautiful harmony nf tho compoeitions. 
The finale, Gounod's "Soldiers' Chorus," 
may fairly be said to have sent tho audience 
home in high spirits, thinking of the timo 
when they might have the opportunity of 
spending another enjoyable evening with 
tho Ariona.

THE BIFLEUEN. 

Holiday Sports May Came a Postponement 
of the League Practice— The Inter- 
city Hatch. 

Application was made to the Secretary of 
tho Canadian Military Rifle League by wire 
last evening tor permission to postpone the 
firing of the match set for to-day until next 
Saturday. Tho reply was not received last 
night, but as tho request is a reasonable one 
and not contrary to tho spirit of tho League 
regulations or contrary to established 
practice it is altogether likely to bo 
granted. The postponement ia considered 
advisablo for several reosona. In lliu firat 
place tho general holiday fcBtivitioR — and 
the lacrosao match in particular — o.ro bound 
tn interfere serioualy with tho carrying out 
of the shooting, in which eighty men are 
required to complete the teams. They fire 
more for the inatructional value of tho 
practice than for tho amuaomont it affords 
aa a pastime, and llioroforo aomo are very 
apt to bo tempted to lot tho more poworful 
attractions of tho celebration draw thcin 
away, Iu the next place, aa firing haa to 
bo stopped every 'timo a vehicle ia driven 
past tho Point, this is apt to bo a voty 
serious cause of delay and annoyance 
on a general holiday. But the great 
and final reason for tho change of plan is 
thn fact that the course of the yacht races 
will take these nameroui oeaft in tho vicin- 
ity of Clover Point and within'range of stray 
riflo bullets, and the shooting is therefore 
likely to be aaouroe of danger. Incident- 
ally it happens that several of the riflemen 
are in the ore WB «f tbe yachts, and while 



their two eugagemonta did not conflict 
originally tho yachting postponement of 
yoaterday put a different face upon tho 
matter. Influenced by the combination of 
oircumatanoea, Major Quinlon yesterday 
sent Io tho League authorities at Ottawa the 
request mentioned above. 

'I'ho inter-city match between Viotoria 
and Nanaimo teams of ten men each will, 
however, be fired to-day, as arrangements 
have been made to hold it on tho Provincial 
range at Goldatream, for which pkoe the 
Viotoria team will leave on the E, & N. 
train at 8 o'clock this morning. They will 
be joined by the Nanaimo men on the ar- 
rival of the down train. The shooting will 
be hurried through with all convenient 
speed, so that members of both teams may 
be able if they so desire to be in the city in 
time to witness the championship game cf 
lacrosse.
